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PRELIMINARY AMENDMENT 

Attached hereto is a replacement specification. During preparation of the sequence 
listing, it was determined that numerous amino acid and nucleotide sequences were present 
in the original specification and had not been included in the original written sequence 
listing. These sequences needed to be included and given SEQ ID NOs in the specification. 
Rather than try to provide numerous individual replacement sheets, the attached 
specification replaces the original specification in full. 

Applicant hereby attests that the replacement specification contains no new matter 
and is identical to the original specification, with the exception that amino acid and 
nucleotide sequences were supplemented with accurate SEQ ID NOs corresponding to those 
in the sequence listing also submitted herewith. Additionally, original sequences labeled 
SEQ ID N0s:5, 6, and 9 were modified. Original SEQ ID N0s:5 and 6 were actually 
comparisons of original sequences with previously presented sequences. As this is not 
proper for U.S. sequence listing requirements, the comparison sequence was deleted and 
only the original sequence presented. Witii respect to original SEQ ID N0:9, this was 
actually a sequence formula, also referred to as Formula I throughout the specification. 
Again, as this is not a proper format for a U.S. sequence listing, Formula I is no longer 
referred to as SEQ ID N0:9 anywhere in the specification, and only the term Formula I is 
used. 

Again, the replacement specification contains no new matter, but merely supplies 
appropriate sequence identification numeration to sequences provided with the original 
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specification. If any further clarification is required, the Examiner is invited to call
